ment Leave Today 


Croton landing, N. Y., April 17—The 


soldiers camp has been named Camp 
Molloy in honor of the Sheriff. 


It was a dreary place this morning. 
The body of Sergeant Douglas lies in 


the little wooden shed and will be sent 
home this afternoon. 


There is a drizzling rain and no 


strikers are near the dam. 


New York, April 17—In compliance 


with orders, saven companies of the 
Seventh regiment left the city this 
morning for Oroton dam. The other 
three companies proceeded there last 
night. 


Major General Roe and the full staff 


left this morning1. 


Roe will assume, command. 


Croton Landing, N. Y~ April 17,—jflt 


about 10:30 o'clock last night the deputy 
sheriffs guarding the cable house on the 
east side of the river saw three 'figures 
lurking near the place and1 fired their re- 
volvers at them. The figures disap- 
peared quickly in the darkness. A few 
minutes later three shots rang out from 
the direction of Little Italy, but the 
sheriff's men were not Injured. 


Sergeant Robert Douglass of the 


Eleventh separate company of Mount 
Vernon was shot dead by an unknown 
assassin while he was relieving guard at 
9 o'clock last night. The -wildest excite- 
ment prevailed throughout the camp as 
soon as the news of the assassination 
spread to the different tents, and the 
•oldiers are frantic over the cowardly 
crime. 


Th» point where the sergeant fell is 


known as post 10, which was in charge 
of Corporal McDowell. It is situated on 
top of a hill near Little Italy, where 
armed strikers wore seen drilling or 
marching about early Monday morning 
brandishing rifles and shotguns. 
The 


spot Is high over the huge pile of mas- 
onry, and from It one can command a 
view of the country for mites on each 
*ide up and down the Croton valley. 


Douglass was talking to Corporal Mc- 


Dowell and the other menVbers of the 
guard when he suddenly clapped his 
hands to hie stomach and said: "Load, 
boys, I'm shot," and then fell to tha 
ground. It was pitch dark at the time, 
but McDowell and the others fined a 
volley into a clump of bushes nearby 
without hitting anyone. No one «aw the 
flash or heard the Bound of the shot 
which killed Douglass, and it was a most 
mysterious affair. 


Meanwhile the men picked up the 


fallen sergeant and carried him down the 
hill on a stretcher, but aa soon as they 
reached Douglass' tent he died without 
saying a -word other than what he said 
as h» fell. Lieutenant Glover, with a 
aquad of men, went up to the hilltop and 
made a thorough search, but failed to 
find any person up there. Then the 
guards were called in and concentrated 
In the valley with th* exception of those 
placed at the cable station, where the 
•hooting took place.

THE MALARIA'CONTROVERSY 


Hosaultoea to Bo Put on Trial to 


Settle It. 


If any one has thought that the re- 


cent talk about the. mosquito being re- 
sponsible for the spread of malaria 
among men was not taken seriously by 
the scientific world, his opinion will be 
changed by a lecture recently delivered 
by Dr. Hanson before the Colonial in- 
stitute of London, which we learn of 
through The Medical Record, 


To test the aforesaid theory there 


will be built this summer in the most 
malarious part of that materially fa- 
mous plain, the Roman Campagna, a 
hut, of which the doors and windows 
shall be so perfectly screened that it 
will be absolutely mosquito proof, says 
the New York Sun. Four men will 
sleep there from May to October. If 
they get through the summer without 
chills and fever, the new malaria theo- 
ry will be regarded as proved and the 
mosquito declared to be It. 


A second experiment will take a 


number of "virgin mosquitoes," or In- 
sects raised from the egg in the labora- 
tory which could never have got the 
malarial plasmodium from outside, and 
have them bite—that is, draw blood 
from malarial subjects. 
The insects 


will then be taken to London and made 
to bite Englishmen who have never 
been beyond England's borders and 
ere known to be free from malaria. If 
after being bitteu the blood of the men 
thus vivisected in the cause of science 
is found to contain the malarial ele- 
ment, it will be proof positive that 
mosquitoes transmit the disease.

MacArthur looks the sol- 
dier that he is. As a matter of fact, 
the word "soldier" is written all over 
him, and, as ope of his Wisconsin com- 
rades once said, It would "probably be 
found stamped on the lining of hia 
clothes." 


What General MacArthur has done 


In the Philippines is too recent to need 
rehearsal. He is taking hold of what 
a politician would call a thankless job, 
but those who know something of Mac- 
Arthur's military career are certain 
that, thanks or no thanks, he will do 
his duty as he sees it, to the end. Gen- 
eral MacArthur is a volunteer soldier. 
He entered the service In the early 
days of the civil war as first lieutenant 
and adjutant of the Twenty-fourth 
Wisconsin infantry, which was re- 
cruited In the vicinity of Milwaukee. 


The record of the gallant personal 


achievements of MacArthur during the 
war of the rebellion Is longer than that 
of almost all other officers who sur- 
vived that struggle. When MacArthur's 
friends asked Governor Larrabee of 
Wisconsin to commission him as ad- 
jutant of the Twenty-fourth, the gov- 
| ernor hesitated, because he thought 


that "a schoolboy should not be sent to 
the front" The applicant for the ad- 
jutant's position was 17 years old and 
well built, but he had the face of a 
boy. 
of 14. He received his commis- 


sion, however, and it was not long be- 
fore he showed the stuff of which he 
was made. At Pert-yville the daunt- 
less courage displayed by young Mac- 
Arthur won him praise on the field 
of battle. Before Jie was 19 years of 
age Arthur MacArthur was a major, 
and General Grant afterward said that 
were It not for the fact that he could 
not put a youth of 19 years over the 
veteran colonels and other field offi- 
cers who had been long in the service, 
he would have recommended young 
MacArthur for a brigadier generalship 
after the battle of Missionary Ridge. 


In The Army Register, the govern- 


ment's official publication, there is a 
short list of men who have won medals 
Of honor by acts of conspicuous per- 
sonal bravery In action. This official 
record of MacArthur's act Is brief, but 
It is one which an army officer prizes 
more than rank, for it sets down how 
was won a bit of bronze, intrinsic 
value, 1 cent, but whose price Is above 
rubles. 
The record stands, "Arthur 


MacArthur, medal of honor for cool- 
ness and conspicuous bravery in ac- 
tion In seizing the colors of his regi- 
ment at a critical moment and plant- 
Ing them on the works on the crest of 
Missionary Ridge, Tenn., Nov. 25, 1863, 
while serving as flrst lieutenant and 
adjutant Twenty-fifth Wisconsin in- 
fantry." 


The Wisconsin boys were the very 


bead and front of the charge np the 
ridge. There was a terrific fire .all the 
way up. Color bearer after color bear- 
er was shot down. The obstructions of 
the road and the terrific fire had bro- 
ken the organization and the cohesive- 
ness of the racks. When the flag went 
down for the last thne, the regimental 
line had nothing to rally upon, but in 
an instant the boy adjutant, MacAr- 
thnr, seized the staff of the fallen ban- 
ner, wayed It wildly tor a moment as 
a quickening signal to rally on the cen- 
ter "and then darted forward to the 
very crest and into a battery, the lead- 
er of th» whole line and holding the 
foremost of the 80 battleflags that 
Were moving up the slope." 


MacArthnr escaped death at the bat- 


tle of Kenesaw by means of a package 
of letter* which he carried in his pock- 
et, It la one of the few genuine cases 
of the many that are told of where let- 
ters from some one "dearer than a sis- 
ter" saved the life of him who was car- 
rying them. 


The Twenty-fourth Wisconsin had a 


part in saving the day at the battle of 
Franklin. 
Genera) Stanley said: "A 


large part of the credit for saving the 
day is dne to the Wisconsin regiment, 
aad la this fekt It was led by Its gal- 
lant boy colonel, Arttrar MacArthur." 
It WM at Franklin that MacArthur 
was struck down at the Iwad of his 
men and so badly wounded tbat it was 
thought he had seen h!s last battle. He 
has taken part in many since and in 
none save with honor.

Locomotive* and Caps From 
Here Ape lined In Esrypt. 


The report of the consul general of 


Egypt and the Sudan for 1S99 was 
issued in a blue book in London recent- 
ly. Summarizing the financial situa- 
tion, Lord Crorner, thg British minis- 
ter plenipotentiary and consul general, 
says: 


"The figures aze sufficient to shovr 


the treasury is strong enough to meet 
any further loss arising by reason of 
the low Nile." 


Referring to the use of American 


locomotives, Lord Cromer says: "They 
have done well, but as they differ in 
maay respects from our standard types 
the men required some time to learn 
their peculiarities and may not have 
been able to get their best results. The 
action of the board in ordering loco- 
motives and wagons from America 
has been criticised. It is simply due 
to the fact that American firms, while 
not in a position to tender more favor- 
able terms than others on our designs, 
almost invariably offer us engines or 
wagons built on standard designs of 
their own at lower prices and in less 
time, while the English and other Eu- 
ropean .makers content themselves with 
tendering on our designs, not being as 
a rule in the habit of manufacturing 
to standard designs of their own. 


"We prefer adhering to our stand- 


ards, but in cases where time and cost 
are of great importance such an offer 
from America cannot be passed by."

Claim That War Revenue Stamps are 


Not Used Freely Enough 


HONOR FOR SECOND REGIMENT 


War Record to be Recognized in Addi- 


tion to Its Colors 


It is announced from the adjutant 


general's office that it has been decided 
to recognize service in the Spanish war 
of the militia regiments who formed 
the volunteer regiments from this com- 
monwealth by two streamers to be at- 
tached to the colors of each regiment 
at too> of stave. 


One red war color of ribbon, on which 


will be the name and number of the 
volunteer regiment, and a yellow rib- 
bon which will have "War with Spain" 
and the names of engagements in 
which the regiment may have partici- 
pated. 


Commanding officers have been re- 


quested to forward official names of 
engagements and any data that may 
aid in preparing these decorntione and 
it is intended to issue them before 
ramp._ The second regiment's stream- 
er will bear the names "San Juan" and 
"El Caney." 


Orders have been 
issued to the 


deputy collectors of internal revenue 
in this state to inspect the drug stores 
in their districts to see if the internal 
revenue laws concerning war taxes are 
being lived up to. Consequently it is 
said that the drug stores are going to 
be overhauled from dome to cellar and 
the books inspected for a period of 
time covering1 the existence of the 
present Spanish war tax so-called. 


The United States government, as 


represented by the internal revenue de 
partment, is not satisfied with the re- 
ceipts of taxes from the drug stores 
and has determined to take a hand and 
correct either the ignorance or wilful 
negligence of drug store proprietors on 
the internal revenue laws. This ap- 
plies to all the drug stores in the Mas- 
sachusetts aistricts. 


It is the opinion of the internal rev- 


enue authorities that in this state 
many taxable articles and drugs have 
not 
been 
at 
all or 
insufficiently 


stamped.
